Speaking generally and in terms of average, it may be 
stated positively that the orange industry in ( b a n g e county 
came through the recent severe cold snap with very much 
less dam age than it sustained in many of the surrounding 
counties. 
This is a fact which careful investigation has 
demonstrated beyond question. 
There was some damage, 
of course, but owing to the county’s fortunate climatic 
conditions, due to topography and oceanic proximity, it es­ 
caped with losses which may he considered trilling when 
compared to the ruinous damage done in many citrus g r o w ­ 
ing sections. 
O range men who have visited the different parts of the 
county and made careful investigation state positively that 
the average damage the county over will he less than ten 
per cent of the crop. It is impossible as yet to tell inst what 
the final figures will he, hut that they will he within the per­ 
centage nam ed is proved by the present condition of the 
crop. 
In some of the more favored sections of the countv 
the damage was practically nil, and shippers, when dealing 
with buyers they know, can ship fruit “guaranteed free of 
damage from frost,” for the reason that should one of two 
oranges in a consignment happen to be a trifle nipped n o 
reputable buyer would claim dam age under this guarantee. 
According to estimates made by orange growers and 
shippers the damage in some sections will run as high as

declared against Tripoli, and the pirat­ 
ical attacks of Tripoli and other north 
African states were suppressed and 
pence made with them by Commodore 
Perry. 
England and France were nt 
war—the reason why the United States 
was able to make the Louisiana pur­ 
chase on such favorable terms or to 
make it at nil. 
Napoleon la speaking of the sale of 
the territory said, "This accession 
strengthens forever the power of the 
United States, and I have just given to 
England a maritime rival that will 
sooner or later humble ber pride." 
England asserted the right to search 
American vessels and to impress sea­ 
men, foreshadowing the war of 1812, 
called the second war for independ­ 
ence.

The same year General 
Lafayette made bls celebrated visit to 
America as the guest of the nation on 
invitation of the president and at the 
request of congress, and as a reward 
for bls friendship and assistance to 
the United States during the Revolu­ 
tionary war be was presented with a 
section of land aud $200,000. 
John Quincy Adams was distinguish­ 
ed by great learning. 
He favored in­ 
ternal Improvements, prophesying that 
future generations would bo more 
grateful to the founders and builders 
of tbe government on account of ex­ 
penditures for that purpose than for 
an^’ other. 
Tbe state papers of Adams are rich 
in historical facts, lofty in style and 
most entertaining to peruse. 
in Jackson's second election tbe na­ 
tional convention appears for the first 
time In tbe political history of the 
United States. 
Jackson was regarded ae the father 
of the "ipolle system,’’ though It did 


belong th e spoils.’’ 
Jack so n w as a

School Suffrage for the Gentler Sex in 
About Half of States—Other States 
Give Specialties. 


Mrs. Ida Musted Harper, an emi­ 
nent authority on woman 
suffrage, 
recently wrote an 
excellent article 
for the New York Independent con­ 
cerning toe six states 
that 
have 
granted full woman suffrage, supple­ 
menting it in a later issue of the 
same periodical 
with 
information 
concerning the states that have giv­ 
en “a 
grudging 
partial 
suffrage.” 
which the Independent designates as 
“crumbs from the 
rich 
masculine 
table.” 
The 
Independent's 
article 
reads as follows. 
“Beginning with Michigan in 1875, 
there was a tendency on the part of 
legislatures to confer some form o ratio n , also 
school suffrage on women, and this 
has continued until in about half of 
the states they have a school vote of 
some kind. 
In certain places It Is 
for trustees, lh others for appropria­ 
tions, but nowhere 
have 
they 
as 
much of a voice in school affairs as 
men have, 
in some states they must 
be mothers df children of school age, 
In others heads of families, and in 
others taxpayers. 
They must regis­ 
ter the same as lf they were going 
to vote an entire ticket, and on elec­ 
tion day they roust go to the general 
polls; so the school 
vote 
cast by 
women must not be regarded as con­ 
clusive evidence of the number who 
would exercise the full suffrage. 
“In 1887 Kansas again came to the 
front by granting to women munici­ 
pal suffrage, which 
the 
legislature 
had constitutional power to do, and 
they have exercised It 
ever 
since 
then, to the distinct 
advantage of 
the city government, 
according 
to 
the general belief. 
There has been, 
however, much 
legislative juggling 
to prevent their having 
a vote on 
officials who are connected with the 
administration of the liquor prohibi­ 
tion laws, and they 
are 
prevented 
from voting on Judge and marshal of 
the city court, justices of the peace 
and 
constables, 
while 
the 
police 
judge, city marshal and chief of po­ 
lice are appointed, 
except 
in the 
small puces. 
Liquor sellers, when 
Indicted, simply take an appeal to a 
higher court 
over 
which 
women 
have no Jurisdiction. 
A 
constitu­ 
tional amendment to 
give 
women 
the complete franchise was submit­ 
ted to the voters in 1894, but was de­ 
feated largely because of the pecu­ 
liar political condition—the 
Repub­ 
licans trying to regain the state Prom 
. J. E A . C 
- 


both parties willing to sacrifice any­ 
thing that seemed to stand in the 
way. 
An amendment has now been 
once more submitted, to be voted on 
in November. 1912, and as there is 
really a strong public sentiment in 
favor of it, the prospect is good for 
its winning unless political 
exigen­ 
cies again call for a sacrifice of the 
women. 
“In examining 
the 
patchwork of 
wonderful civil, legal 
and 
political 
rights and privileges in the United 
States, one shall find that 
in Mon­ 
tana since 1887, women 
Uxpayers 
can vote on questions of special ta i­ 
lor • school 
trustees.; 
since 1894 in Iowa all 
women can 
vote on issuing bonds or increasing 
the tax levy; since 1898 In Minnesota 
for library trustees (In addition to 
school officers since 1875). 
In 
1901 
the legislature of New York gave to 
taxpaying women of towns and vil­ 
lages a vote upon propositions for 
special taxation, and in 1910 the law 
was amended to include the issuing 
of bonds. 
After four acts of the leg­ 
islature and three decisions of the 
highest 
courts, 
consuming 
twenty 
years of time, the right was secured 
for women of the towns and villages 
who have children of school age or 
are assessed for over $50 to vote at 
district school meetings! 
Even with 
this small privilege women have car­ 
ried many Elections, and always for 
the improvement of the schools and 
villages. 
The charters of seven or 
eight third-class cities have confer­ 
red school suffrage on women, and 
possibly a dozen have given the tax­ 
payer’s franchise. 
“In 1908, Michigan, through a new 
constitution, gave taxpaying 
women 
a vote on all questions 
of 
special 
taxation and the granting of fran­ 
chises. 
This was in response to a 
petition from 875,000 of the leading 
women for the full 
suffrage. 
Most 
of the fragmentary voting privileges 
enumerated above have been given 
by legislatures merely to get rid of 
the importunities of the women for 
a chance to 
obtain 
the 
complete 
franchise. 
These crumbs are about 
all' the actual suffrage a legislature 
has power to give. 
That of Michigan 
in 
1893 
conferred 
the 
municipal 
franchise on women, just aa that of 
Kansas had done, and the 
Supreme 
Court at once declared that it had 
exceeded its 
constitutional 
power1. 
TM . 
wAhahW he the decision 


In most of tho states. 
The women 
do not want to be 
enfranchised In 
this piecemeal fashion; they have a1 
most entirely ceased 
asking for it, 
and it is a case— to quote the ‘antis’ 
—of having “the suffrage thrust up­ 
on them." 
“It must be remembered that in no 
state can the legislature confer the 
complete frachlse on women. 
That 
can be done only through amending 
the constitution by taking the word 
’male' out of its 
qualifications for 
voting, and this requires the consent 
of a majority of the electors."
